Ottawa, March 8.— After many delays, 
consequent upon the Government's desire to 
secure good men, the prohibition commis 
sion was appointed to-day. It consists of 
E. F. Clarke, member of the Ontario Legia 
lature and Mayor of Toronto ; County 
Judge McDonald, Leeds and Grcnville ; Sir 
Joseph Iliokson, late manager Grand Trunk; 
Geo. Gigault, ex-M.P., Rouville ; Rev. Dr 
McLeod, Frederioton, N.B.; Secretary, 
Patrick Monaghan, Halifax. The commis- 
sioners are authorized to enquire into every 
phase of tho prohibition question, the oper 
ation of restrictive liquor laws in this and 
other countries; the probable ell'ects of pro 
hibitiou in Canada, socially and commer- 
cially, and as applicable to the country's 
revenue, The consensus of public opinion 
ia that the Government has selected a splen- 
did set of men, 

Mr. (jirouard, the ne,v member for Two 
Mountains, was introduced to-day. 

Sir John Thompson's amendment to the 
criminal law presented a bulkier appear- 
ance than last; year. It will keep the 
House busy for many hours. 

Hon. Mr. Tupper has introduced his bill 
respecting wrecking and salvage. In 
short, it means giving tho States the X'rivi- 
lege of optiyting in oar waters with the 
towing incidental to salvage operations; 
on the States withdrawing the privilege to 
Canada, our (Tovernment can withdraw tho 
privilege to U. S. vessels. 

Mr. 'I'upper introduced a bill to renew 
the modus vlrtndi opplicabic to the Atlantic 
fisheries. Another enactment of this kind 
will not be required hereafter, as the new 
measure gives power to the Government to 
issue yearly licenses under • regulations 
adopted by tho Governor-in-Council. 

Hon. Mr. Foster informed Mr. O'Brien 
that Canada with the other colonies of Great 
Britaiu, will participate in the advantages 
of the most favored nation clause in the new 
treaty of Britain and the German Zollverein. 

Tho Government will hand over the im- 
migrant sheds and land at Toronto, to the 
city, for the purpose of a cattle market, tho 
city presenting another site. 

'The proposed union of tho immigration 
and land oflices throughout Manitoba, the 
Territories and British Columbia, under the 
Interior Department, will not immediately 
affect agents of cither class, although 
there possibly may be several transfers. 

Speaker White and the Sergeant-at-Arms 
are still at loggerheads over !Mr. Smith's 
refusal to appoint Mr. Cameron, the Con- 
servative whip's secretary.

In ScIMlcfcnre. 

CoLUJiuus, Ga., Marohj 7.— Mr. W. M. 
Peek, of Chattahoochee county, ia in jail, 
charged with the murder of M. A. Thomas, 
a neighbor. Thomas was burning brush on 
his place, A small fence belonging to Peek 
caught fire and was destroyed. The men . 
met on the street, to- day, and Peek wanted 
Thomas to replace the fence. Thomas re- 
fused to do so unless Peek would send a 
man to help him. Peek retorted : "A man 
that will act as you act will steal." Thomob 
started to the door witli open knife. Peek 
drew hia pistol, the ball taking clFoot in his 
right side. While awaiting the arrival of 
physicians. Dr. Peek gave Thomas' his 
medical attention. Tho wounded man, 
when taken homo, insisted on Peek's arrest. ' 
His friends declared that hia services could 
not bo dispensed with. Afterwards Thomas 
expressed more confidence in the skill of his 
assailant than that of the other two 
physicians called. ' Thomas ,died to day 
after making aiBtutemcnt that he had been 
killed by Peek, 

StcnniHhlp Abniidoncd. 

PiiihADEhriiiA, March 7.— Shipping cir- 
cles were startled to-day by the report of 
the abandonment in_ mid-ocean of the new 
barque Invertrossachs, involving a loss up- 
wards of $250,000 to the underwriters. The 
news was received from Captain Deutchers, 
of the Tanker Burcreek, which vessel has 
iirrived from Pennnt. On the afternoon of 
March .*)rd, in latitude 40, longitude 53, 
Captain Deutchers fell in with tho British 
steamship Mendelsohn, from Baltimore to 
Rotterdam. The Mendelsohn signalled 
that she had on board 20 of..tbe;crew of the 
Invertrossaohs. A search of tho ship's arti- 
cles filed with tho British consul shows that 
on leaving 'here . the Invertrossachs was 
manned by a crow of 38 men, and it is be- 
lieved that ten men have perished. The 
Invertrossachs sailed from this port Febru- 
ary 1, bound to Calcutta, laden with 1,020,- 
000 gallons of oil, valued at 879,752. 

.Postal Tclceraph Service. 

Wasiiinoton CiTV, March 7.— In the 
Senate, to-day, among tho bills introduced • 
and referred was one by Sawyer, to author- 
ize the establishment of a postiil telegraph 
service. It authorizes the Poatniastcr-Gen- 
eral, upon the advice and approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury and Attorney- 
Oeneral, to contract with any person, com- 
pany or corporation owning or operating 
telegraph lines for the transmission of cor- 
respondence, press dispatches and postal 
money orders at such rates as may be agreed 
u^pon by tho contracting parties, not to ex- 
ceed the rates now charged for similar mes- 
sages. 

Ilurdcr and Suicide. 

Wali.v Walla, March 7.— A horrible 
murder and suicide occurred, this morning, 
at 0:30 o'clock, when Theodore Hiertz shot 
hia wife four times, and then killed himself. 
Hicrtz went to the house of his sister-in- 
law, and called his wife out. Thoy walked 
to the alley, when suddenly he drew a re- 
volver and fired, the shot tntt ring tho left 
aide, just below the nipple, passing through 
the body and coining oul at tho back. She 
then turned and started to run aw.'iy, when 
he tired two more shots. She fell forward, 
when he shot again. Hicrtz then turned 
the pistol toward his throat, and fired a 
bullet into his head, which did not kill him. 
Ho next pulled a knife from his pocket and 
attempted to stab himself; then ran across 
tho railroad truck, placed tho revolver to 
his left side, and fired, flailing over on his 
right side. Tho woman was placed on a 
wagon and taken to an uiidtrtiiking estab- 
lishment. Undertaker Pickard ami SherifT 
Mcl'arland went to where Hiertz waalying,'. 
and took him to Pickard's, where be dliid;iy .< 
few minutes later. The cause of the! hor- 
rible deed was domestic trouble. 

rnnlllc Mali Contract. 

New York, March 7.— The Tribune says: 
It will be nearly a year before the present 
contract of the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany with tho Panama Railway Company 
expires, but rumors are already rife of what 
will be done when the contract expirss. 
The Paoifie Mail Company pays §55,000 a' 
month to the Panama Railway for the 
transportation of its through freight across 
the isthmus. The compr.ny used to pay 
•S7r),000 a month before tho present 
iiitract was made. The stock of the 
aiiaiiia railway is owned by a Paris 
syndicate, representing tlie Panama Canal 
Company. Tho stuck is said to be all 
hypothecated, but the hypothecation docs 
not cirry the power of voting, so the 
Paris stockholders Clin make tho tcrma by 
which the freight of the Pacific Mail ia car- 
ried from Colon to Panama. In two or 
three niontha the subject of a now contract 
will come up for consiileration by tho rail- 
road company. It is reported that tho com- 
pany intends to ask tho Pacific Mail to re- 
new its contract at the old price of §"5,000 
a month, and that if the Pacific Mail people 
refuse, the road will put on a lino of steam- 
ers of its own from Colon to New York and 
one up the west coast frem Panama. The 
Panama railroad is an American corporation 
and its officers are of necessity Americans. 
The vast majority of the stock was bought 
by tho Panama oanal company, because tho 
railroad company had a right of way.aorbaa 
the isthinus, and it was necessary to secure 
permission of the railroad company to build 
tho canaL ■ ■

To TliE Editou — The remarks you and 
your contcmporariea of tho presa.have made 
upon the high banded and aristocratic 
inetlioda adopted by Messrs. Wilmot and 
Armstrong in tho conduce of tho Fishery 
Commission arc of a character to call forth 
cordial response in tho mind of anyone who, 
like your correspondent, has licen a witness 
of such proceedings.

If not, on what grounds can those 
gentlemen defend tho course they have so 
petsistcntly pursued against Messrs. Hig- 
gina, Lsidner, Todd, and others, whose sole 
aim in this matter has been to obtain a full 
and impartial inquiry into the subject for 
which tho Commission was appointed ? Tho

public of this province too much to be con- 
ducted in such a manifestly unfair and par- 
tial manner, aa it has been hitherto, and 
when complete will not ha very satisfactory 
to those acciuainted with tho course follov/L-d 
by tho Commission during its Yiotoria 
sessions.

London, Muroli 7.— Baby f mining still 
remains praoticuUy unchecked by liiw. It 
is only when more thun cue child U taken at 
B, timo thut u buby farmer's eatublishment 
has to 1)0 regiateicd. Tho cousequenco is 
that only one child ut a timo is taken iu to 
be foully niurderod. Kevolling facta huve 
come under the observation of the Bociefcy 
for the preveation of cruelty to ohildreu. 
One girl, at fiye years of age, was almost an 
imbecile froiii'tbe terrors she hud experi- 
enood. The rare occusioos when she did 
Bpeakrwere of tbS: times she had been tiod 
up across the rails of a bedstead and beaten 
nnmeirdifully by two humaB ttends, so thut 
her back was a muss of welts and blood. 
One of tho sisters at the home, Avhcro ut 
length tlio persecuted child found refuge, 
showed liei- a piulure of the cruciform more 
than a year utU'r her udmission, whereupon 
tho child shrunk buck almost in terror. 
"Oh," she buid, "I was tied that way, 
once." In aiiOilier case seven childrun 
wore rescued, but four of ihtm too lute. It 
was heart rending to see the apparent in- 
ability tif tlieae children, IS or •! and 5 years 
old, to understand what it meant to he 
kissed. One little girl named Maud had 
been looked up ami tied to a bed-post bo- 
hind a cedar door, whoro her suppresaed 
whimpering and wuiling made tho ueigh- 
bord tliink u dog was kept there. ^Yhen 
sho was rescued from the clutches of the 
woman to whoso "motherly care" sho hud 
been intrusted, she could neither walk nor 
talk, and though 5 years old, was just like 
a tiny baby. 

Uumorcil Koyiil Ul.su!:reciiicnt. 

LoNDO.v, March 7. — There is a decided 
disagreement at present between the Uuch- 
ess of Edinburgh and the Queen. The 
Duchess was ■ requested to hold drawing 
rooms this season in place of the Queen and 
the Princess of Wales. Tho usual presen- 
tation lists were forwarded to tho Queen 
and found to contain several Americans. 
Suddenly the Duchess declined to preside 
unless the lists were also submitted to her, 
and she positively refused to accept any 
Americans except those who belong to the 
diplomatio circle. The determination has 
caused much surprise, and an explanation 
will probubly be demanded. The Duchess 
is also furious against her husband, who fa- 
vors tho suggested union of llieir eldest 
daughter, Marie, with tho Miirqnis of 
Blundford, the Duko of Marlborough's heir. 
Sho says thut no child of a neico of tho Rua- 
siun Enjperor shall mate with tho beggarly 
descendant of .lack Churchill. The Duke 
is said to think it an excellent match for 
his daiighter, iu view of the English Duke- 
dom nnd tho superb heirlooms at Ulen- 
heim Palace. Princess Mario inherits one- 
third of her mother'a great fortune. 

Conboats for Bnlfcaria. 

London, March 7. — The Bulgarian Gov- 
ernment has ordered three small gunboats 
from English sliipbuildeta. They will be 
used to patrol the Djiuube between Silestia 
and Widin. 

SoclnlUt Fnclluns DIrlilIni;. 

Beulin, March 7. — Recent riots in Ger- 
many have had tho cfTect of widening the 
cleavage between the Socialist factions. At 
a meeting of 2,00 ' members of the advanced 

wing in Berlin, to-day, tho moderates were 
denounced for declaring tiio riots to be due 
to tho loafers. Tlio speakers declared thut 
tho plundei ing of so nianj' shops was the 
work of workingmen driven desperately on 
by hunger. Fifteen thousand Socialists 
attended the funeral of Hcrr Reiner at 
Hamburg, to-day. A liundred Socialist 
flags were displayed, and Frohme, u 
Socialist deputy, delivered the funeral 
oration. 

SerloDS Deprrsitlitu in CotlonH. 
LiVEKPOOL, March 8. —Cotton has reached 
the loweat prion on record, and in tlio last 
three weeks the Liverpool cotton exchange 
was compelled to find §1,500,000 to settle 
the difference on the wrong side. The cot- 
ton trade has been completely demoralized 
by the heavy full in the prices of tho raw 
material, and many large Lancashire mills 
have incurred i-erious losaea ui tho result of 
operations during the last three months. A 
considerublo perci^ntagc of tho lo?3 may be 
set down as d\io to speculation in futures, 
tho downward movement thut has resulted 
in the fall to a level of the prices in LS4."), 
when middling C)i It ans was quoted at .'is. 
}d., and tho slock in Europe rcichod 1,219,- 
000 bales, or 207 weeks' consumption. M. 
Pasch, well known as an autliority, thinks 
the cheapness of American cotton will actu- 
ally drive tho other cotton out of tho mar- 
ket. Liverpool men have sutrered terribly 
owing to the fall, as much as £(00,000 hav- 
ing been paid in differences during a single 
week. Fears of a panic are entertained 
seould the bears coijtinuo to aqu^ezo their 
opponents as they have been doing. Eich- 
teen now mills, representing 1,135,000 
spindles, ore in course of erection in Liin- 
cashire, and, notwithstanding the depression 
in the spinning trade, tliere aro now over 
45,000,000 spindles on cotton alone, chiefly 
in Lancashire. 

Itnil Fcrllii;: In .lapau. 
London, March 8. — A despatch from 
Yokohama says bad feeling has arisen be- 
tween the English and American colonies 

relative to the shooting of Itobinson, tho 
English banker, by Metherington, of tho 
U. S. navy. Under existing treaties with 
Japan, European countries and the United 
States have extra-territorial jurisdiction 
over criminals belonging to their respective 
nationalitiis. This, .Japan has for some 
time, I ibneil to abolish, as foreigners claim 
they are not yet snlliciently convinced that 
.Japanese ju.stice is littod for dealing with 
civiliz.'d ])eop!e. The ciise of Lieut. Heth- 
eringlon conies under Anu'rican jurisdici ion, 
and he will l.i; I ried by the Ariiericun con- 
sular ctuni , liut t lie Eijyli.sh nie watching 
the case vi'ry j alously. The c:is<i is most 
embarassing, un.l the .lapancpo will watch 
it narrowly us a lipi-'cinieii of forergn justice, 
which they are h.hing i:o opporininly to 
critici.'-e.

APPOINT THE RianT MAN. 

It will soon bo tlio duty of tho City 
Council to appoint a Police Magistrate to 
tinooeed Mr. Belyea. We trust that they 
will give the matter the consideration it 
(losorvca. Let them act in such a way as to 
show those who believe that tho City 
Council is not fit to bo trusted with tho 
appointment of a Polioo Magiatrate, that 
they underrate both the intolliKcnco and 
' the sense of duty of the .members of that 
' body. Let the aldermen cost aside all pcr- 
' sonal feeling, and in making the selection 
oonsider' solely the fitness of the man 
■for the poijition, Wo feel quite confident 
that they will make Euoh a clioice as will 
prove that those who distrust them, and 
sneer at them, are doing them a grievous in 
justice. There is really notiiing to hinder 
the City ' Council making the beat choice 
possible under the circumstances, and of 
adding auch arrangements as will cause the 
position to bo one of comfort and of dignity 
to the incumbent. ' - 



AN EQUIVOCAL POSITION. 

As will be seen by reference to our report 
in another column, the Premier exposed the 
.equivocal position occupied by the member 
for .New Westminster City, yesterday, in 
moving for a committee to enquire into tho 
reasons why the Government had not 
allowed tho Bishop of Westminater to get 
away with a certain valuable piece of land, 
situated within that city. It appears that 
a year ago Mr.* Brown did his best 
to induce the Government to give 
tho piece of land in question to 
the Bishop, but failed in tho attempt. 
Now, while he is following up the same 
course, the corporation of the city, which 
ho is supposed to represent in the Legis- 
lature, is seeking to acquire the same land 
from the Government for public purposes. 
Thus Mr. B."owa is fighting against the city, 
whose interests lie lias been elected to aJ- 
Tarce. A short time ago the mayor of 
Westminater, and sovcrul of tho aldermen, 
oamo to Victoria as a deputation and 
waited upon the Government, urging 
the claim of the city to the 
land in question, and we understand tlie 
reply given to the deputation wa.s to the 
effect that their application could not lie 
considered while their represent alive was 
urging tho claims of tho Bishop before tho 
.Legislature. . It is stated that Mr. Brown 
endeavored to dissuade the deputation re- 
ferred to from coming down at present, 
giving as a reason that he liiniaelf would 
soon bo in the Cabinet, v/lion tliey would 
approach the Goveriiiiieut under inuch more 
favorable auspices. This looks very lilie a 
political yam, but we are assured that more 
than one member of tho deputation is pre- 
pared to vouch for tho truth of it. In one 
way and another, the nioniber for tlieUnyuI 
City is certuiniy succeeding in ninkiiig liini- 
solf appear ridiculfmH, if not traitorous. 



" OLERIOAL INTERFERENOE." 

Tho friends of honest government in Que- 
bec and elsewhere, hoped that the Roman 
C.itholic clergy of the province would, before 
the election took place, see it to be their duty 
to warn the people against voting for men 
who had, in tho most glaring manner, 
abused the confidcnco which tho people had 
placed in them. It may be said that this 
would bo interfering in politics, and that 
it is best for clergymen in their ollicial capa- 
city, not to mcdiUe with political queationg. 
This is quite right. As a rule ministers of 
religion should be neutral in politics, or 
'should not attempt to exorcise their influ- 
ence as clergymen on one aide or the other 
in party contests. But, we submit/, the 
question to bo consiileied by both prieata 
and people in Quebec, in this election cam- 
jjaigu was a question of morals rather than 
of politics. ■ Shonld/ men in .high position 
who have been" known tip have appro- 
priated tho .people's' money entrusted to 
their care, to their own and their party's 



use, bo supported or in any way counten- 
anced by the conservators of morals, both 
private and public ? If clergymen, do not 
look upon the man who robs the public and 
who botraya his trust, as a grievious ofTend- 
or, what is to be expected of tho people V 
If iniquity in high places is not regarded as 
iniquity by the teachers of religion, liow 
are those who depend upon them for in- 
struction in morula to distinguish between 
right and wrong? 

If there were any uncertainty as to Mr. 
Mercier's guilt, we would not bo surprised 
to ace the clergy standing uloof ami refrain- 
ing from oondemniDg a man that was only 
buspeotod of wrong-doing, But the .proofs 
of Mr. Mercier's complicity in tho miaup- 
propriation of public money aro bo many 
and so clear that wo cannot iinderatund bow 
any man of intelligeiioo wlio luia a knowl- 
edge of wliat has been going on in tho pro- 
vince of Quebec during the last three or four 
years can bring himself to believe that Mr. 
Mereier is a man who deserves to be placed 
in a position of honor and trust. It is not 
enough to say tliat Mr. Meroier'a opponents 
have puraucd a courao that waa not strictly 
conHlitutional, and that their friends and 
allies ha\ o said uud done what was foolish 
and offensive. The misdeeds of Mercier's 
opponents cannot be considered in palliation 
of Mercier's oU'ences. Tho cause of moral- 
ity aa well as of good governmont and 
aoun<l public policy required that/ Mr. Mer- 
eier iiiiil his associates ahould be made 
examples of, and thia is why wo believe that 
clergymen should have used their intluenue 
to prevent his return. 'Very many of them 
have done so, but there does not appear to 
have been any concerted action on their 
part to convince tho people that it w.i3 their 
duty, as good Chi-istinna as well as gi)od 
citizens, to oppose the return to power of 
Mr. Mereier and his supporters. At this 
present writing we do not know what the 
result of the election has been. We trust 
that Mr. Mereier has been defeated, but his 
defeat would have been much more aigua 
and would have made a deeper impression 
on both tho people and the politicians if the 
clergy, as a body, had done what they could 
to prevent the return to power of a man who 
had proved himaelf unfit to bo trusted. 

TEE PEOCiBEHSlVE PARTY. 

Tho main object of the Progressive party, 

which won so brilliant a victory in London 
a few days ago, is to increase the powers of 
the represcntativca of the ratepayers. The 
leaders of that party find the Council ham- 
pered in many ways by restrictions which 
they regard as injurious and unnecessary. 
Their desire is to have these restrictions re- 
moved. The following is tho first para- 
graph of a rather long Statement issued by 
the party aa quoted by Sir John Lubbock 
in tho February number of the Fortnightly 
Review : 

"Tho aim of the Progressive party in 
London should continue to ba so to secure 
tho administration of the limited powers of 
Government which have been conceded to 
London aa to give every Londoner the 
best advantage ])03sible out of the public 
services; to compel public atteiilinn to tlic 
unjust limitation of tlic poiccr.^ ti/nrlf-ijoreni- 
ment in Loudon, and to tho unjust way in 
which the revenue is now raised; and to re- 
sist the additions to the County Council 
rate, whenever possible, until Parliament 
has provided that the right people should 
bear it." 

Tlio Progressive people are not at nil 
modest in their demands. They are not 
afraid to trust the Council with largo pow- 
ers. They want the Local Government Act 
amended so that the County Council shall 
have full powers to hold inquiries and to 
promote bills for all purposes of water aup- 
I)ly, gaa anpply, electric lighting, docks, 
niarkoia, trannvays, aubwaya, burial 
grounds ; and shall also have full powers to 
provid'j auch billa aa hhall bo necessary, 
from lime to time, for llie amendment of 
tho Metropolis Management Act, the Met- 
ropolitan Police Acts, Buildings Acts, 
Rating and Assessment Acts, and generally, 
aa to metropolitan government and finance, 
'i'hey also demaiiil that the London County 
Council shall annuo control of the Police. 
The men who drew up the statement have 
cut out BO much work for the London Coun- 
ty Council that it ia difBoult to understand 
how it can be done. Yet that Statement is 
what we in Canada would call the "plat- 
fori/i " of the I'rogreasivo parly on which 
the laic election was run. 

It will be observed that the policy is all 
in the direction of tho enlargement of the 
powers of tho representatives of tho rate- 
payers. And there cannot bo a shadow of 
loubt that tho party will get subatantially 
it aska for. The London electors arc i 
very powerful body, and if they unite to 
emand an inoreaac of power for their 
County Council no government will be in- 
clined to refuse them what they want. 
The only objection which Sir John Lub- 
ck makes to tho platforni of the Pro- 
gresaioniata ia that it "involves an acccsaion 
of labor and responsibility which would in- 
evitably crush an ulrcady over-burdened 
body " In his opinion, if the programme is 
cvrried out in its entirety, "tho Loudon 
County Council governmont of London 
would entirely subordinate io the conduct 
of the moat gigantic trading establishment 
the world has over seen. The County 
Council would become a joint stock com- 
pany, a aort of London Limited, with the 
ratepayers as sliarelioldors." With such 
men as Lord Rosobery ond Sir' John 
Lubhook at ita head, it ia not likely that 
tho London County Council will undertake 
to tlo a great deal more than it can per- 
form. " Its history," Lord ,Hosebcry said, 
in one of his addreaaos, " has been a record 
of hard, honest work," and it is likely that 
t will continue as it began. 



THE KOOTENAY DISTRICT. 

The resolution passed at the public meet- 
ing held in Nelson on Saturday last, ex- 
preaaes in terma cot Ijy any means top 
strong, the great want of tho hardy, courag- 
eous and enterprising men who. ha^ye under- 
taken to open i^^ the "rich but rough Koote- 
uay country, and to commence the work of 
developing its vast resources. Railroads 
are what these men want. Without better 
means of transportation to attempt to im- 
prove the country is little better than a 
more waste of energy. As they themselves 
say, the development of the minioK in- 
dustry "is not only greatly retarded, but 
made oppressively expensive by tho closing 
of all transportation routea froui four to 
five niontha of the year," and that "relief 
can only be brought about by tho building 
of railways, that will conneot the mining 
camps in the lake country with railway 
aystema already in operation north and 
south." If, then, tho Legislature can in 
any reasonable way aid in the development 
of thia rich section of tho province, it ia 
clearly its duty to do so. , 

Tho geographical position of tho Koote 
nay district is peculiar. It is em' 
phatically a sea of inountaina. Tlio 
Rocky Jlountains form its eaateru 
boundary, along ita entire length, and tho 
Gold Mountain range ia its weateni bound- 
ary. Midway between the two are tlio Sel 
kirk and Puroell ranges, separated from 
each other by the valley of the Kootenay 
lake and river and their tributaries, and 
from the Rocky and Gold range, by the 
Columbia and Kootenay rivers. All these 
ranges of mountains, and the dividing val- 
leys, run almost directly north and south, 
with very few cross valleys through which 
it is possible to construct railways. There- 
fore, any railway lines connecting with out- 
side aystems, must run due north to tho 
Canadian Pacific, or duo aouth to the 
boundary lino. Aa far as ia known, there 
are only two practicable passes to the 
north— the Columbia River Valley and the 
large valley connecting the Kootenoy and 
Columbia, jusl at the foot of the Rockies. 
There aro four passes to the south; one 
through tho Flathead region, connecting the 
streams which flow from Crow's Neat Pass 
with the Pend-o'-Reille river; one connect- 
ing Kootenay lake with Bonner's .Ferry; tho 
third from Nelson, through Salmon River 
Valley to the boundary line; and the 
fourth from the town of Robson, down the 
valley of tho Columbia, to tho same point. 

The only railway at present projected to 
the South is the Nelson and Port Sheppard, 
which trareraca the third of these aoulhern 
routea. This ia tho road which the Legisla- 
ture is now asked to aid. I'he people of 
Nelson, on Saturday luat, asked the Gov- 
ernment to devise some means to aid tho 
proposed roada, which have charters, or aro 
seeking them, whether to tho north or to 
tho south. Knowing that moat of the char- 
ters, hitherto granted, have been supple- 
mented by grants of land, they specify cer- 
tain conditions under which such grants 
ahculd bo made, one of which ia that they 
shoulil be of lands beaide the railway, and 
should e.NPmpt any lands containing the or- 
dinary minerals, except coal. They also 
ask that the grant should not exceed 5,000 
acres per mile. 

Now, as yet, it is not known what the 
p'dicy of the Legislature will be in regard 
to grants of landa to railways. It is evi- 
dent, however, that some eH'ort should be 
made to encourage the conbtruction of roada 
into this rich mining region. It i'i plain 
that no road can be built without aaaiatance 
of some kind. The past history of railway 
construction, in tills Province, has amply 
proved thi'g. If it is considered advisable to 
keep all tho public lands in the con- 
trol of 5ho Government, might not 
some method bo devised by which a certain 
amount of scrip might be issued to the 
roads, which Would be received in pay 
ment for lands which may in future be 
aettlcd upon i5r purchased under tho present 
land laws. Thia would be a strong induce 
merit for the railway companies to ale 
immigration, and make tliem virtually 
immigration .societies. ]!y llii.s nystum no 
money would bo drawn from the Provincial 
Treasury. Wo earnestly liope that the 
Government will adopt some means to meet 
tho requirements of the West Kootenay 
di'.trict, and to open up its vast mineral re- 
aourcea. The aettlenieut of that district by 
large nunibera of miners, wouM give an 
immense impetus to the progress and the 
prosperity of the Province, and add very 
materially to its importanco.

' THE OLD PIONEERS. 

Visit to the Ulty of Unn of the Victorians of 
1869. 

Everybody knows how pleasant it is to 
drop into Davo Uart'a cigar store and listen 
to that gentleman's dessirtations on things 
historical, moral,' and political. A repre- 
sentDtive of the Colonist called in there, 
yeiiteidoy afternoon, to discuss a political 
point and a good cigar. Dave is an old 
pioneer of Victoria and of ("arihoo. H. E. 
Levy, the only living niemhor of tho police 
force of 1 801, was also there. While talk- 
ing, a portly gentleman stepped in. Evi- 
dently he was one of the aucceaaful men of 
tho world, for ho had a pleaaaut and autia- 
fied air, which told more than words that 
financial caro was not one of his troubles. 
Mr. Hart introduced him as Mr. J. Boas, of 
San Francisco, a retired merchant of that 
city, airl formerly one of the earliest pion- 
eers and prominent merchants of British 
Columbia. He was a member of the firm of 
Levy & Boas, doing business in liarkerville 
and Now Westndnatur, conung hero in 1859 
and leaving in 1806. At one time his firm 
owned the chief buainoss houso in tho prov- 
ince. He left Victoria in 1800 with less 
money than when he came, but haa been 
verysucoesbfulinSan Francisco. Wliataflood 
of reminiaceucea were recalled by those thn e 
men aa they thoughtfudy smoked their 
cig.ua. Where was this, that and the other 
who had formerly been tho leaders in busi- 
ness and in society 'J Tho majority, alas, 
were dead. Thoy had croased tho great 
divide on a prospecting journey into that 
country from whence no traveler returns. 
Some were scattered— north, south, east 
and west— some few prosperous, otheis 
down on their back and struggling in their 
old age for the bare means to lengthen out 
their existence. Such has been tho case 
since the beginning, and so will it bo until 
the ond of time. It is the same story about 
a number of men, whether they bo miners or 
traders or professional men — whether they 
aio working iu the midst of the wealth of a 
mining excitement, or tho close computitiou 
of an overcrowded community. 

Mr. Boas has been in Victoria for a 
couple of diiys, and will visit Vancouver 
und New We.itminster before riduriiinL' 
home. He has, of course, noted the ni'irkevl 
changes that have been miiiio in lliis city 
hince i.i.i advc;;t a;i;l drpai tiire. 11c thinks 
it will become a great city, and that it is 
therefore an excel cut place in uliich to in- 
vest.' Ilia trip, however, is biiiiply one of 
[dea-nri-, ruvj.siting the scenes of bis early 
lite. Ileisoneof the for luiKite people \,dio 
have inad(! their pile, wdio have had the 
common sense to retire from the struggle 
for wealth while still comparatively in the 
prime of life, and who know how to enjoy 
their good fortune to good advantage.

COMMITTK.K OF KNQUIIIY.

and were making efforts to have it trans- 
ferred to them. He wished to know if he, 
(Mr. Brown) was representing the Bishop 
of Westminster or tho City of Westminster, 
for certainly he could not he repiesenting 
both, as the City Council of Westniiiiater 
had passed a, resolution urging the Uovcrn 
ment to transfer tho land to th-m, and only 
a few days ago a iloputatinu from tho City 
Council had waited upon him (Mr. Kobaou) 
to press their claima upon the Government 
and here there was a direct anomaly, the 
City Council asking one thing, and the 
member representing tho city asking 
another. In c nclusion lie said if tlio hon. 
member for Westminster would accept a 
member of tho Government side of the 
House in place of one of tho members of 
tho opposition, as proposed, he (Mr. Rob- 
son) woidd not object to the motion.

Mr. Croft asked leavo to present a 
petition from the Kaquimult Waterwork 
company opposing tho application of the 
city of Victoria for certain amendments to 
the Victoria Waterworks Act, 187.'i. The 
■petition was rend. 

Hon. Mil. Bkavkn' said lie wished to 
draw the attention of the House to the in- 
accuracies in the petition which showed the 
aninms of the Esquimalt company against 
tho city of Victoria, The petition was a 
further illustration of the ingrati^tude of the 
company which had received favors from 
tho city and now wished to secure a inonop' 
oly for the purpose of selling to the city of 
Victoria, at a high price, the water which 
really belonged to the city uonr. 
. Hon.. Mb. Poolet took exception to the 
action of the leader of the Opposition in ir 
regularly discussing the petition. . 

iioK. .Mr. Beaven claimed that he was 
perfectly in order. 

Hon. Mr. PooIE'V replied that he was 
quite willing to hear any auihority to show 
that the hon. leader of llie Opposition was 
acting within the rules of order in opening 
up the discussion. For his part, however, 
he (Mr. Pooley) was not prepared to con- 
cede tho right of tlio leader of the Oppo 
sition to open the discussion simply 
because he (Mr. Bcaven) ha<l claimed sucli 
right. The honorable leader of the Opposi- 
tion frequently raised points of order and 
though sometimes right was also .sometimes 
wrong. This heing tho cuse, ho ( Mr. I'ooley) 
wanted to h';ar wliat the authority was. 

After some discussion Mr. Speaker asked 
that the matter lay over for a while. He 
would give hia decision later. 

Mii. AIartin raised the question of 
.twhetluT a Tramway bill should be referred 
to tho Kiilway Committee or to the Private 
Bills Committee. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that such bills should 
go to.the Private Bills Committee. 

THE CASH OK AH KEE. 

Dr. Mll.NE moved, seconded by Hon. Mr. 
Beaven, "Tnat a rcipoctful address bo pre- 
santed to His Honor tho Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, requesting him to cause to be placed 
before the House copies of all Orders in 
Council, petitions, documents, correspond- 
ence, and tel(;t,'ram3 in connection with the 
arrest of Ah Kee in Kootenay District. " 

Dr. Mii.nk explained fully tho ciroum- 
stances connected with the ciiso. Ah Ki-e 
had been arrested in December, 1S!)0, by 
ono Constable Dennis, without a warrant, 
or any other document, had been roughly 
trcitc'l, and had heen forced to hand over 
$400 wliioli he had on his person, and which 
money had never been accounted for. He 
thought a Commission having been issued 
to enquire into the ease of the Police Magis- 
trate m Victoria, thrt equal justice would 
be done in this case by a full enquiry being 
made: 

Hon. Mb. Bavie said that, so far as he 
had been able to ascertain, a good deal of 
indiacjretion and lack of judgment had been 
showed in the matter by botn the constable 
"and'the justice of 'the peace, it was untrue 
that Ah Kee had been, arrested on a war- 
rant. The constable who made the arrest 
had accepted §300 hail, which money luid 
been forthcoming when the case came np be- 
fore tho justice of the peace. This bail 
was afterwards forfeited by tho non-appear- 
ance of the Chinainan, He (Mr. Davie) 
was satisfied there had been a gross irregu- 
larity; but the errors mado were duo to 
lack of knowledge of the law rather than 
to any intention to do wrong. Ho had no 
objections to tho papers being brought 
down. 

The motion carried, 

QUASTIQIiS B7 HEHOERS.^ 
Mk. Kutu askod'the Provinoidl Secre- 
tary "is it tho intention of the Govern- 
ment to open n land registry ofiBoo in Nu- 
uoiuio?" A. Not at present. 
Mb. Seuuk asked the Chief Commia- 



sioner of Lands and Works "Have tho Gov- 
ernmcn';, under the proviaiona of ecotion 17 
of the 'Land>Aot /Amendment Act, 1801,' 
granted, or prdniiised to grant, to any rail- 
way or tramway corhpany incorporated un- 
der authority of the Legislature qf the.'Pro- 
vince, during the period since Jahiiary!lst, 
1891 ! .If so, to what company or oom- 

Eanies have such grants been mude,and what 
as been the amount of such grants ?" A. 
The only case is that of tho Now West- 
minster and'.Tanobaver Electric Tramway 
Company, limited, to which company the 
Govcrnnipnt have agreed to give a right of 
way of 100 feet through OroWB .lands tra- 
versed by the railway. ' No .'lands have 
been promised or applied for for any.of the 
other purposes mentioned in Section 17 of 
the Lind Amendment Act, 1891, and Sec- 
tion 7 of tho samo act precludes tho giving 
of laud by way of bonus. 

coal MINES RI!(IUI,ATION IIILI.. 

Dr. MiLN'H resumed the debate on the 
Coal JSIines Hcgulation Bill, claiming that 
tho more the question was studied tho nioro 
necessary it appeared to exclude Chinese 
from the coal mines. lie reviewed the pre- 
vious debates on tho question, and urged 
that tho bill should bo read a second time. 
The lion, member from Comox (Mr. Hunter) 
was, he siid, insiuccru in having said that 
he wished to aoe the Chincso excluded from 
the country ; but gave tho hon. leader of 
the Government credit for having voted ou 
this question as he spoke. 

Mr. Andfrsox regretted that the bill 
had been brought in, us 'It struck him very 
forcibly as being wrong in principle. 
Ho was n6t in favor of Chinese 
or Japanese, but still the fact was that the 
Proviuce was yet for the most part unde- 
veloped, and all. olaasee of lal or, v/hite, 
Chinese and .Japanese also should be and 
could bo employed in clearing up the land 
and making it yield of its richness to the 
advancement of tho Province. He would 
vote against the bill because ho thought 
that its passage would bo misconstruid 
abroad, and would injure or tend to injure 
the trade, the Dominion and Japanese 
Governments were endeavoring to foster 
and enooiirago with China and Japan, 

Mr. S.MiTH declared that he was op- 
posed to tho bill, as it would be 
unfair to discriminate in favor of 
the coal miners against tho Chinese, and 
still leave tho Chinese to compete with all 
other clasaes of labor. He would support a 
law to coinpletoly proliibit the employment 
of Mongolians. He thought, however, tho 
question would eettlo itself if the men who, 
in the Houae and elsewliere preached against 
tho Chinese, would juat practice what they 
preached, and if they liidn't want to em- 
ploy Cliineae, let them get any other kind 
of help they liked. 

Mr. Ckokt drew attention to tho fact 
that the discussion was drifting away from 
tho main question, which was, whether it 
was dangerous to employ Chinese in the 
mines or not. He claimed they were not 
dangerous, and read from evidence given 
before a select committee of the Ho-use, in 
support of his contention. There was no 
more reason for excluding Chinese and 
Japanese than there was for excluding 
Poles or Hungarians, or Italians or any 
other foreigners. 

Mr. Swoud, Mr. MoKE^ZIE and Mr.. 
Cotton, express! d their intei^lion of sup 
porting the spcond reading of tlie bill. 

Hon. Mr. Davie opposed the bill, which 
he said would, if passed, bo no doubt tested 
in the courts to see if it was constitutional 
or not. Tho measure proposed was only 
another phase of the Anti-Chinese agitation, 
which was being kept up by hon. gentlemen 
opposite for the benefit of themselves .and 
their fi iends. 

Mr. Keith, the promoter of the bill, fol 
lowed, speaking to Hon. i\Ir. Pooley's mo 
tion, that tho hill should bo read six- 
months' honco. He said that when ho in- 
troduced his bill, lie hud presented tho 
Houae with fads and liijurca to prove tho 
ontentiona he had niudo that tho bill was 
necessary, and claimed that not even an at- 
tempt had been made to answer tlicsc speak- 
ing argumenta. I Ids done, Mr. 
ICeith paid his compliinenta to the 
honorable member for Comox (Mr. Hunter) 
who, ho said, had treated the whole subject 
with an Unbecoming air of levity. Ho repu- 
diated tho idea that he was a puid agitator, 
Iftit said he would not be ashamed were he 
one. The protection asked for by the 
miners was being agitated because it was 
necessary, and the agitation would ba kept 
on,until such protection should be granted. 
Referring to what had been said about the 
Miners' and Mine Laborers' Union of Van 
couver Island, ho said it had occurred to 
him what a good idea it would be for the 
Government to bonus the union so aa to 
enable it to carry on its operations in other 
parts of tho province. Ho hoped that the 
bill would receive its second reading. 

Mr. Grant continued the debate. He 
said he would not support ;iny proposition 
to abut Chinamen out of every occupation 
of life, unless tlio Government would under- 
take the responsibility and the expense of 
transporting these same Chinese hack to 
their native land. Ho thought it waa 
patent to cvpryono that tlie (luestion re- 
solved itself into a nugget. It waa siinply, 
that if the members of tho House thoiigiit 
the presence of Chinese in the coal mines 
was a danger, those members should vote 
for a second reading of the bill ; but if they 
thought the Chinese were not dangerous, 
the House should vote for tho six months 
hoist. Ono principle he was firmly con- 
vinced of, that was, that he did not tliiuk 
any mine owner nrould engage any 
class of labor dangerous to life, 
or to property, and if Chinese were danger- 
ous the mine owners would not employ 
them. His ovyu .belief was that Chinese 
labor was as safe as aay other kind, and be 
would vote for the six month's hoist. 
Mr. Kitcub.v supported the bill. 
At six o'clock the Speaker left the chair. 

AFTER RKCESS. 
The Speaker took the 'chair at '8 o'clock. 

rOINT OK OniJER. 

Mr. TIi'NTER rose to a point of order. He 
said the hon. member for Westminster (Mr. 
Brown) had interrupted tho hon. rneiiiber 
for West Kootenay (.Mr. Kellie) when the 
attor WHS speaking juat before tho Ilouso 
rose. This waa contrary to rule. 

Mr. Brown denied that ho liad spoken to 
the hon. member fur West Kootenay, when 
he (Mr. Kellie) was on tho lloor to speak. 

Mr. IIuntkh — I think ynu did. ' 

Mr. .Si'EAicicit — Well, if ho did, tho in- 
terrupt ion did not attract my attention. It 
n.ust have been as silent as tho snow llake.s 
falling on tho ground. (Laughter.) 

(JUICSTION OF ritlVILKIIE. 

Mr. Kia.Mi; rose to explain that ho had 
not heen inlUionccd in any way by what 
tho hon. member for Westminster (.Mr. 
Brown) had said to him. 

Mr. Spjsakbb— That's all right. No one 
supposed you were. .(Laughter.) 

QOESTION OK ORDER. 

Mr. Croj-t asked Mr. SpeaTter for his 
ruling on tho question raised during the 
afternoon by Hon Mr. Pooloy. 

Mr. Si'i;.\icKa quoted passages from May, 
(ilS and (il9, Oili edition, and two prcce- 
lents established in tlio Provincial Leuisla- 
turo. Ho asked tho Ilouae to establish 
a precedent to covern cases of this kind. 

Hon. Mb. Beaven argued that a motion 



to receive a petition was always debatable. 
After some considerable discussion, 
Mr. Speaker ruled that any discussion 

on a motion to receive a petitiou was out of 

order. 

The petition of the EsquimaU Waterworks 
Company was then received. 

COAI, JUNES RIXIULATION ACT. 

Mr. Ki'.l.i.iE reaumed tho debate on the 
Coal Mines Regulation Act. Ho contended 
that it would bo a great deal better for the 
country if white labor were employed in- 
stead of Chinese. 

Mr. Hai.l spoke. 

Mr. Horne said that hia own anti-Chi- 
noso tendencies were well known, and ho 
was especially deairoua of keeping the 
Chinese out of the country. Butaoloiig as 
tho law allowed the Chini'se to como into 
tho country lio thouglit they should bo per- 
mitted to earn an honest living. 

Tho amend ment moved by Hon. Mr. 
Pooley, that iliubillbe read this day six 
mnn I ha was then carried on the following 
division, viz:

Mr. II..\li.: Tliat an humble addresa be 
presented to Hia Honor tho Lieut -Governor 
asking that tho attention of tho Dominion 
Government bo drawn to tho importance of 
improvim; tho navigation of the inland 
waters of Skeena river, so that stern wheel 
steamers may be enabled to run up as far 
as Hazleton, and thereby open up for settle- 
ment the rich valleys and extensive agricul- 
tural, cattle raising and mineral lands now 
inaccessible,

NO CRBIINiLli INTENT. 



His Lordship the Chief Justice Gives 
Judgnieut iu the iStauilai'd 
TlieatVe 'Appeal. 

The Interpretation of the Law Not 
Uoue luto— The Couviction 
.'Quashed. 



As proHiisoi at the hearing, on Saturilny 
last, March 5th,' the Giiiet Justice, Sir M. 
B. Begbie/ yesterday gave a written judg- 
ment upon the' appeal in tlio celebrated 
Standard Tlieatro liceiiso case. Tlio appel- 
lant, Mr. K. J. I'orry, had l;eeii convicted 
before Mr. Ik-lyuu, City Police Magistrate, 
for selling liquor without a license. Mr. 
|i. P. Mills appoired for the appeal; Mr. 
D. M. EbertB in support of the conviction. 
■ The Cliief Juatioe, in giving his decision, 
said: Tlio more one reads the sections 
■ of the act the more one is convinced 
that the mugiatraie had very good grounds 
for liesitation. The appelhint derives Ilia 
title, if he have.my, fnini a Mis. Holler, who 
held a license in the Victoria municipality, 
granted hefore IKDl. Thus the Lioen.'^inH 
Act, 1S88, cap. does not apply, and tliu 
only SDOtiona to ho cousidercd, are sections 
179 to 186 and sections -200, 'JOl iind L'O'i of 
the Municipality Act, lSi)l. Mrs. RoUor 
appears at tome tiinu previous to Sep- 
tember, ISDl, to have transferred her license 
to one Cort. 'I'liis transfer \vu.s, however, 
disallowed by the Board iu September, 1 
assume, the proper licensing board to have 
considered the matter. What the efTeot of 
that would be I do not know. Id seems to 
have been assumed by uU parties that the 
disapproval by the Board avoided ami 
annulled the transfer to Cort, and thai the 
original license to Mrs. Roller on auch 
disttpproval, continued to be a valid license 
tohertoselliiquoronthe premises. Theoext 
quarterly meeting of the Board, (wbioh by 
se». 176, sub-sej. 0, is to be. held on the 
aecond Wednesday in the months of Mai ch, 
' -Jnne, September and December,) was held 
■on the 9th of December. That sitting was 
adjourned to Tuesday, 5th of January, 1892. 
•On the Biuie 9th of December Mrs. Roller 
transferred all her estate, interest, etc., in 
her license to the present appellant, Mr. 
Perry, and after this transfer, the Mayor, 
under see. 183, j;avo his provisional permis- 
sion to sell to the appellant. That would 
require to bo ratitieci by the board "at its 
first sitting thereafter." It is contended 
that the sitting on the 5th of January, to 
which the December board had adjourned, 
was the sitting referred to in see. 183, and 
that the permission of the Mayor, and the 
transfer of the 9th of December, required 
to bo ratified on that 5th of January. In 
point of fact, neither Uiutter was then rati- 
fied; no cpplicatioii with that object was 
ever made, nor was there, so far as appears, 
any application concerning Mrs Roller's 
license. But, if we look ut sec. 181, which 
requires the transferer of any license to ad- 
vertise his intention for thirty days before 
the meeting at which ho is to get his trans- 
fer ratified, it is at least doubtful 
whether the Board, on the 5th of 
January, could interfere. The statute 
seems to treat the Board as the 
^grantor of the transfer, but this is, of course, 
a mistake — the board cannot transf'r, al 
chough they may sanction or forbid a trans- 
fer. The obvious intention is to give the 
fullest notice to all intending opponents, 
and by section 181, ony ratepayer may op- 
pose. However, the Board at that sitting, 
cancelled Mrs. Roller's license. As that li- 
cense had been ulieady twice assigned by 
her and was, besides, thenextinot by efflux 
ion of time — except so far as it was in a 
»tale of suspended aniniatiou by the Mayor's 
porniission, which. could not be before them 
if the above theory he correct —It does not 
appear what the IJoard proposed to ell'ect by 
their cuiicellatioii, (nil licenses being for si.v 
months only, and txpii'ing on the ,'i(Jth ,Jiino 
and Slat Deoeiidior. ) On the 9th January, 
the apjieilant, tioatiiig his tran-.fer, so pro- 
visionally approved by the in;iyor, as an ex- 
isting right, capable of renewal, paid hii 
5100 tax to the collector, who gave a re- 
ceipt for the money, though with an en- 
dorsement stipuhiting " for the approval of 
the Board." By the schedule of the Munic- 
ipalities Act, 1891, form 0, it would seem 
that the collector is really the person to 
sign the license, and it would oven be argu- 
able tluit the receipt for the tax is 
the liceii!-e. In the body of the 
act itsell, the Licensing Bo.ird 
is spoken of granting the licensee. The pro- 
per way, both under this statute and the 
Licensing Act (18S8, cap. 73) would seem to 
bo that some otfiecr, such as the Superinten- 
dent of Police, siiould grant the license on 
th^ produotion to him of the collector's re- 
ceipt for the tax, and the resolution of the 
Licensing Board approving the license. It is 
for a sale, by the appellant, on the 15th 
January, ekiming aj-i^ht to sell by virtue 
of the mayor's permission and the collector's 
receipt, that ho has been convicted and sen- 
tenced. Of course, it may be questioned 
whether the legislature intended that the 
mayor, alone, should have power to keep on 
foot an objectionable license for two months 
and a half beyond the time when it would 
have ilieil a natiiial death. It is not easy 
to see how tliin cm be prevonled in the ose 
of a transfer in 1 )i ceiiili.;r, if thirty d;iya are 
to elap'^e befop; tlie miiyoi 'a perniia.iion can 
be brought b ifore the lioiird lor i atilical inn. 
It would proliably be thought loo drastic a 
remeiiy to en.ict that no irunsfer sliuuld be 
permitted after the (ilh May or the (> h of 
Noveniljer, in any year, which, iiideeil, 
might oliviou.s'y lead to cases of e:^ ; i-ciiu; 
hardship to perfectly innocent people, imd 
might also be miscliievous, as teii<liiig to 
discourage persona of rcspectdbility and cap- 
ital from taking up the busimas, 
throwing it into the hands of a less trust- 
worthy class. It might bo provided that 
.'onie one or more members of the licen.sing 
Hoard should join with the mayor in grant 
ing such permission; or that the collector 
should not be at liberty to accept or give 
receipt for this description of taxation, 
without the sanction of a resolution of the 
Board. I^ono of these provisions could be 
established except by the Legislature. •There 
is a further incongruity under sub-section 
184 and 185, which does not arise for deter- 
mination in the present case, but which 
seems deserving of attention. The holder 
of a license granted previous to 1891, 
need not, by section 185, apply for it^ 
renewal; but by section 181, any 
ratepayers may oppose its rcr.owal. Soinir 
provision us to the time nnd ])liico of renew- 
ing and opposing woiil 1 seem advis.iblc. 
The above statement will, I think, show 
the dilficulty of deciding on the validity of 
the applications for licenses on the 15lh 
January. But lliis very dilliciilty alfoida a 
clew to what I think is the proper deciaion 
on the ciise. .Mr. Perry is now before ine 
on a criminal cliarue, and it la of the essence 
of that charge that he has been fraudulent- 
ly endeavoring to evade the statute. His 
answer is that ho has been merely endeavor- 
ing to ouforco the statute by 
insisting on what ho honestly believes 
to be his' right. New, if a party choose to 
put his own construction upon any docu- 



ment, contract or statute, he must, if that 
construction be erroneous, abide the result, 
so far as the civil, consequencea ; go; ' but, 
when he is accusaid-^oriminally,, .'the-MCourt 
will enquire 'whbtbor his ".-.construction, 
though erroneous, reasonably plausible, 
so that a m<tn may honestly believe iu it, 
and, in his own interest, iifsist upon it. 
Unless there has been a guilty intent of 
some sort, even the death of a man is not a 
crime — it is homicide by misadventure, not 
punishable criminally, though, perhaps, a 
ground for damages. The principle is, un- 
tortunatoly, very frequeully exemplified in 
damages recovered from a railway company 
for an accident;, though mdiody is criminally 
responsible; and, in uccordanco with this 
principle, are the cuacs of Stevens 
v.-i. Ellison (1 ICx. l)iv. 101) and 
Kea vs. StalFord {'J2 U. C. C. P. 177). Here 
Mr. Perry appear.s to have paid hia whole 
license nioiiey. He h.is not sought to de- 
fraud the Corporation or to obtain any ad- 
vantage to himself by inllicting any loss on 
any other person. He had persisted in a 
course of trade which I think he may (juite 
honestly have believed to bo wi'hin the 
statute. Kven if hia contention be orroneoiLs, 
yet if it be honestly hebi, I must hold him 
guiltless of any crime. I decline to give 
any opinion of my own upon the construc- 
tion of these sections. If Mr. Perry were 
now originally brought before ine, 1 should 
refuse to convict upon the grounds stated, 
and, tlieretoro, on the appcd 1 adjudge the 
conviction below to bo quashed. It ninat 
not be taken that, on the one hand, I at all 
overrule the construction which the magis- 
trate placed on these sections ; nor, on the 
other hand, that I agree with him. I merely 
decide on this ground — that the appellant is 
not shown to have had any intent fraudu- 
lently to evade the statute. •

FOR THE EAST. 
A Scientific Traveller to China and Japan. 

Among tho passengers by tho outgoing 
eteaiucr. Empress of China, is Alexander 
Agassiz, naturalist and author of numerous 
scientifio books on natural history. Ho is 
nearly 57 years, li'aving been boru at 
Neufuhatol, Switzerland, cn the 17th of 
December, 18.')5. He ia the only son of the 
great Louis Agassiz, by his first wifo. 
Ho followed his father to the United 
States in 1849, the father having 
arrived three years previous. Alexnuder 
received his early education in Switzer- 
land, and after hia arrival in this 
country he prepared for Harvard, graduat- 
ing from the euUego in ISf),). He then 
studied engineering at the Lawrence Scien- 
tiHc School, receiving the degree of B.S., 
after which ho took a further eourso in tho 
cheitucal depirtnient, and also taught in his 
frther's school for young ladies. Since then 
ho hda been almost continually in public 
service, and has been connected with many 
surveys and exploration parties, including 
work on theColnmbia river, and in Aluska. 
While on these aurveya, he gathered the 
bulk of the failioua collection in the natural 
history department of the Cambridge 
Museum, -which was founded by his father. 

In 18G5 ho took charge of the develop- 
ment of the Calumet and Heola copper 
mines, on Lake Superior. He developed 
these deposits until they became the moat 
successful cupper mines in the world. Ilia 
discoveries, wliile auperinlcnding these 
mines, nuide liiin a millionaire. In ISliU ho 
made gifts to his alma mali'r, Iliirvard, to 
the amount of §500,0(10, alter which he left 
Lake Superior and took a trip through 
Europe, visiting all tho princi] al museums 
of that country, liuturning, l,o resinned 
lu3 duties at the museum in Cambri(lne, 
and, upon the death of hia father, in 187-1, 
was made curator, remaining as eucli 
until 1SS5. In 1S75 he paid u vi-iit 
to the i'eruvian copper mines, and 
tho I'eabody Institute's world-renown- 
ed collection of Peruvine nntiquiliea 
is tho result. He is a member of the Na- 
tional Academy of Science, a ineinbcr of the 
American Association for tho Ailvancenient 
of Science, being vice-president of tho latter 
during the Boston meeting of 18S0, of the 
American Academy of Science, and of nu- 
merous other scientific organizations of thia 
country and Europe. He is tho author of 
many pamphlets. Reports and contribu- 
tions on scientific subjects from his pen 
have appeared in n)any periodicals, princi- 
pally on subjects of marine zoology. Hois 
said to bo " tho best authority in tho world 
on certain forma of niirino life." Tliu i)ro- 
feasor is accompanied by hia Kon, and says 
he ia going to Japan to get away from work. 



DYING BY HUNDREDS. 

LaGrlppe Has Again Beaohed Alaska— The la- 
dlans Thoroufchly Demoralized- 
Some Splendid Curios. 

Mr. Kirsohberg, of the firm of Kirsohbcrg 
and Landberg, of this city, is back again 
from Alaska, in which country he made a 
six weeks stay, traveling extcnaively dur- 
ing that time among the various tribes of 
Indians. Hia visit was undertaken with 
thi; object of obtaining the best and most 
valuable Alaskan curioa he could possibly 
get hold of, and money waa not aparcd in 
the utten-.pt. The reault is that he has 
brought back with him four, large cases of 
magniScent' specimens ^.of Indian work- 
manship of various kinds, which ho 
ia now holding in Port Townsend 
for shipment to the Chicago World's Fair. 
They contain, among many other thinga, old 
carved bono work, doctors' charms, niedi- 
ciuo boxes, caliquet buaketware of every de- 
scription, and some beautiful piecea of very 
old atone ciiti;ing. Besides thia there are 
.some of the largest and handsomcat I'ohir 
bear skins ever seen in this country. The 
latter he obtained north of Wrangel, and 
had a great deal of dilHculty in getting them 
from the natives, who prized them highly. 
The seleeliqp of the curioa has, of course, 
been niade with a great deal of care, and 
with the idea of getting nothing but the 
very beat to be parohased. Mr. Kirsch- 
berg's experience ui this class of businesa 
has stood him in good stead, and he is positive 
that no better colleotion of native Alaskm 
goods can be obtained by anybody. Is'e.xt 
suiiiiner he intends taking another trip with 
tho same object, and will then go westwanl 
into Ounala^ka, and possibly beyond, in hia 
aoarcii tor rare thinga. 

A very important item of news that he 
brings b.ick with him from his late' visit, is 
thut the grippe has again reached the In- 
dians throughout Al laka, and, this year, 
with redoubled virulence. In every tribe 
that he vis.i'.e(l ho re])orta eight or nine 
deaths every day. The natives, instead of 
taking any ateps to check the spread of tiie 
epidemic, imagine that it is a scourge sent 
by their goda, and that it ia their duty to 
accept and encourage it. So whenever one 
of them is attacked, ho immciliately goes 
and lies naked on the beach in the anow or 
the wet aand, and remains without food 
until ho dies from l itlier hunger or ex- 
posure. Tho uao of all herbs and other 
medicines ia strictly prohibited among 
many of tho tribes, and the "Kakoul" root, 
that proved so wonderfully ellicacious last 
year in checking the sprea<l of the disease, 
has been torn up ami burnt, wherever it haa 
been found. 'J'hu whole 'of the Indiana 
around Juneau, Wrangel and Chilcat are in 
a state of terror, and at all the cuinpa and 
villages, "tsarkat," (the body evil,) liolee 
have been dug, into which the dead Indians 
are unceremoniously thrown.

Au Agent Wanted In Victoria to Ilnndio tho 
"Goads," at l',200 Per Cent. 

A type-written circular, marked "confi- 
dential," bus reiiched a few persons in- the 
city within the pist week, from one signing 
himself "Strict Confidence," and who pro- 
fessfs to be on the look-out for a ahrewd 
anentin this locality to handle his "gooda." 
The game is an old one, and it is to be 
hoped "Strict Confidence" will find no 
aucker in Victoria. He claims to have "the 
beat article put on the market— the sizes 
run from one to twenty," and warrants 
each and every note to bo perfect us 
to paper, coloring, vignette, printing, and 
engraving and signatures," and such as 
would defy the beat hank clerk or expert to 
tell Ihem from the genuine. Having pulled 
up the "gooda" in u moat ikilful fashion 
" Strict Confidence" invites hia would-be 
agent to meot him, and aays, "you w 11 lind 
in me a square, white man in all my deal- 
ings." He refuses positively to enter into 
any correspondence on tho subject— nothing 
but a personal interview will servo his pur- 
pose, and tho tcrina .-vre: S300 for §.'{,000, 
§45 ) for S5,000, S750 for.?10,i 00, etc. Then 
follows directions as to how the meeting is 
to lie brought about, tho circular conclud- 
ing with the request, "Please destroy thia 
letter." 

The "confidence trick" ought to bo thor- 
oughly played out by this time, and 
it is ' sincerely ' to .be ' iiopcd that 
Victoria,:Wiir noB . supply ,, another vicilm. 
The faoti' alreadjr noted- In 'tlie Colonist 
that there are counterfeit $6 American 
bills in circiilation in tho ' city, would seem 



to point to the fact that one of this "square 
white man's " agents ia getting in his work 
BOiiiewliero. Tho public should bo very 
cautioua in tho matter of bills of this de- 
scription, p'lrticulury, us they are more 
freely passed off than larger ones would 
likely bo. It is needless to say that tho 
gentleman by whom tho circular was 
handed to a Colonist reporter did not 
"bite." . ' ■ 



SEATTLE BLEOTIONS. -.. 

lilg Dcmocratie Sweep-Qreat Excitement* 

Skatti.e, March 8. — The municipal elec- 
tion to-day wore a 1 ow'slid?. The Republi- 
cans have held posdeaa.on of every branch of 
the city government, but the Democrats 

now make a clean sweep, electing 
every man on their ticket by ma- 
jorities of from 2,000, for Rona'd 
over Leary. Owing to the largo number of 
nomiiiationa and the number of charter 
ameodnienta to bo voted on, the counting of 
the ballots is going on very slowly. Of the 
8,294 votes cast lint more than 2,;J00 
were counted at midnight. Of these, 
Ronald, tho Democratic candidate for 
Mayor, had over 1,400. Tho count will 
'probably not bo completed until to- 
mori ow afternoon. Tho campaign has been 
a sharp one, and there was great excitement 
all day. Nearly all of tho heelers in tho 
city centred in the first ward, and brawls 
were frequent. Crowds gathered around 
tho polling places, and it was with difii- 
culty that the policemen kept the streets 
open for traffic. In spite of this, however, 
there was comparatively little fruudulcnc 
voting, for each side had checked up the 
registry lists and the challengers were 
vigilant and elTective. Several arrests for 
assault were made, and Tlioa Clancy, Frank 
Clancy and Frank Morley were arrested, 
for assisting fraudulent voting. They 
were bailed without delay. As sion as 
night came thonsanda of men gathered in 
the atreels, waiting for the returns, and 
they marched about shoating and singing 
until after niiduight. 



CH.ANHE OF VENUE. 

Tho Trial of Mrn. Mon|^Knp, ofCUlld Murder, 
to Take I'laco In Uublln. 

Di-iii.tN, March S. — The case of Mrs. 
Anne Margaret Montague, daughter-in-law 
of Lord Mdatague, accused of cauaing the 
death of her infant daughter by cruel and 
inhuman punishment, haa been removed for 
trial to iJiiblin. Thia haa beeh doiio in 
deference to a feeling that as a convert to 
the Catholic church from tho Proteatunt re- 
ligion, she could not get jnstico in 
the county of Derry, where the 
alleged crime was committed, and 
where the Orange element ia very strong. 
Rev. Mr. MacUonald, priest of the pariah 
of Goleraine, asserted from tho pulpit that 
Mrs. Montajjuo was being persecuted on 
account of lier change of faith, and that tho 
Protestant local authorities were deter- 
mined to punish her, irrespective of tho 
charge and tho evidence in support of it. 
Thia allegation of the priest was met by an 
indignant denial, but it attracted such 
wide attention that the case could not have 
an unprejudiced hearing in Derry, hence 
the decision to remove it to Dublin, where 
the case will come up at tho next assizes.
